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Recyling project gets government grant

The Didsbury Recycling 
project got a long awaited 
boost last week with the ap¬ 
proval of close to $30,000 in 
capital funding. 

The grant, made through 
the Alberta government's 
Action on Waste program will 
be used for the purchase of 
recycling equipment for the 
town's recycling centre, ex¬ 
pected to be constructed this 
spring. 

The town and the Dids¬ 
bury Lion’s Club, who have 
coordinated t he project, have 
been waiting a number of 
months for approval of the 
grant. Application process¬ 
ing had been held up when 
the town originally filed be¬ 
cause of a request for capital 
funding to purchase a build¬ 
ing to house the facility. The 
province had been unwilling 
to pay for that expense, but a 
new application was sent in 
without the building on it 
once the town decided to go 
ahead and build one of their 
own. 

The grant money, totalling 
$29,800, will be used to pur¬ 
chase such equipment as a 
baler, compaeter and other 
equipment used in the 
processing of recycled mat e¬ 
rial. The Lions Club, which 


will be managing the facility, 
has lined up markets to pur¬ 
chase Didsbury’s discarded 
paper, plastic and glass. Fi¬ 
nal contracts for purchase 
are expected once the facility 
nears completion. 


Construction of 
the building to 
house the recy¬ 
cling centre is ex¬ 
pected to begin in 
early May. 


According to the contract 
with the town, the Lions will 
also be handling organiza- 
t ion of various groups within 
town to work in the facility as 
a fundraising project. More 
information on the work 
projects will be available 
later. 

Construction of the build¬ 
ing to house the recycling 
centre is expected to begin in 
early May. Town officials es¬ 
timate construction will cost 
under $30,000 thanks to 
donated materials and labor. 

The recycling centre is ex¬ 
pected to begin operations 
sometime in May.

It's unlikely that I will 
ever bake anything from it but I enjoyed reading it and expect 
to read it again. It is a Christmas Cookbook from St. Augus¬ 
tine's Early Childhood class of 1992 and it proves that ever the 
littlest person is interested in the preparation of food, espe¬ 
cially holiday food. 

Here’s how Steph suggests we make gingerbread men: 
l h a scoop of butter '/ibox of cereal (any kind) 

bowl of milk 2 chocolate bars (any kind) 

8 Smarties (blue, pink and purple only) 


Put one at a time in the bowl, start at top of list and add 
everything.

While Didsbury may rate 
high on the user list, other mral 
communities showed even 
higher rates. Torrlngton. Just 
east of Olds, made 39 calls out 


of a population of 209 in the 
same month comparison and 
Acme called In 50 times from a 
population of 457. 

Since the line ts a confiden¬ 
tial service for children, more 
detailed statistics can't be made. 

The Kids' Help Phone gener¬ 
ally gets about 4000 calls from 
Alberta children each month. 
Annual operating fees for the 
line are about $3 million, raised 
by donations.

Didsbury'schlldren are mak¬ 
ing good use of a help line oper¬ 
ated by the Canadian Children’s 
Foundation. 

According to statistics re¬ 
leased by the Foundation ear¬ 
lier this month. Didsbury rates 
high on per capita use of the 
Kids’ Help Phone, rating 108 
calls out of a population of 3184 
over a one month period. 

Pearl Craig. Didsbury FCSS 
Director said the high incidence 
of calls does not mean Didsbury 
Is suffering a high rate of prob¬ 
lems among youth. 

“I don't think Dldsbury's 
problems are any worse than 
anywhere else.” Craig said. "I 
guess we can see this as a posi¬ 
tive thing." 

The Kids' Help Phone is a toll 
free line staffed by counsellors 
who direct children to resources 
and lend an ear when they are 
faced with difficulties at home 
or at school. The 24-hour serv¬ 
ice has been broadly advert ised, 
on television. In children's stores 
and at schools according to

You’re not getting fat - 
you're pregnant! 

A colleague of mine works 
with pregnant teens In Calgary. 
She was showing a group of 
nutritionists the visual aids she 
had developed for this group. 
One that was particularly eye 
catching was a profile of a preg¬ 
nant woman which illustrated 
weight gain of different body 
parts during pregnancy. The 
nutritionist indicated the need 
to assure the teens that they 
were growing healthy babies not 
simply getting fat. 

"I’m going to get fat!" is a big 
concern for those who get preg¬ 
nant at a very young age, but it 
Isn't restricted to that age group. 
Our society places so much Im¬ 
portance on being slim, that 
health takes a backseat. A nor¬ 
mal healthy adult female should 
gain between 8 and 16 kgs (20- 
35 lbs.) during pregnancy. Teen¬ 
agers and underweight women 
may need to gain even more. 

Since healthy babies only 
weigh 3.5 kg (7.5 lbs.), where 
does the rest go? 

Take a mid-range weight gain 
of 11 kg (24 lbs.). The placenta 
and amnlotlc fluid would weigh 
about 1.75 kg (3.5 lbs.). The 
Increase In maternal blood and 
energy stores clock In at 2 kg (4 
lbs.) each. The weight of the 
breasts and the uterus Increases 
by atxMit 1.3 kg (3 lbs.). Even 
Ixxiy blulds Increase by atxxit 
one Kilo (2 lbs.). 

So the pregnant woman Is 
not getting fat. only a small 
amount of the weight gain Is fat, 
2 kg (4 lbs.). All of these gains 
are necessary to develop a 


healthy baby. Eating more calo¬ 
ries is Important when preg¬ 
nant, especially from 4-9 
months. The foods that supply 
these extra calories should be 
chosen carefully. A developing 
baby needs lots of nutrients like 
calcium, iron and vitamins. 
Drinking more milk is a good 
way to get some of these nutri¬ 
ents. Red meat supplies lots of 
Iron and grains, fruits and veg¬ 
etables are the main source of 
vitamins. 

Babies bom under 2.5 kg 
(5.5 lbs.) are considered low- 
birth weight which puts them at 
higher risk for Infection and 


some types of diseases. Mater¬ 
nal weight gain is an Important 
factor In the birth weight of the 
baby. 

Recently, In Mount View 
1 lealt h Unit. about 4% of infants 
born have been low birth weight 
babies. Ensuring that pregnant 
moms get enough quality food 
would help bring this number 
down.

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Court shorts 

A Didsbury man has been sentenced to 45 days In jail 
after he plead guilty to possession of a nareotle for the 
purpose of trafficking. 

Cameron Wood of Didsbury was sentenced April 6 in 
Red Deer on the charge. A second charge of possession 
for the purpose of trafficking, laid against Wood's wife, 
was withdrawn. 

A 29-year old Carstairs man will spend the next 30 
days in jail affer he plead guilty to operating a motor 
vehicle while disqualified and failing to stop at the scene 
of an accident. 

Hank Sutmollcr was charged after a two vehicle 
accident near Water Valley last November. Sutmollerleft 
the scene but later gave himself up to the RCMP. He had 
been disqualified from driving after a drinking and 
driving conviction last April. 

In sentencing. Judge Brian Stevenson also ordered 
Sutmollcr to undergo counselling for alcohol abuse and 
disqualified him from driving for 18 months. The dis¬ 
qualification was given despite pleas by Sutmoller's 
lawyer for a more lenient sentence because of the 
harshness of the penalty on rural residents who don’t 
have the benefit of public transportation. 

"I assume that this was something that was taken into 
account by the representatives who sit in the House of 
Commons when they made this legislation,” Judge 
Stevenson said. "Especially since most of them come 
from the rural area.” 

A Calgary man has been sentenced to stand trial on a 
charge of possession of a break and enter instrument 
after a preliminary trial in Didsbury last week. 

Sandor Rigo will go to trial in Calgary on the charges 
laid by a Didsbury RCMP officer in February. A second 
man also charged with the offence will not have to stand 
trial. 

Daniel Joseph Lilly will spend 6 months in jail after 
threatening to kill his father with a butcher knife. 

Lilly, a Calgary man who has been living in Didsbury, 
plead guilty to the charges of uttering death threats and 
possession of a dangerous weapon in Didsbury Provin¬ 
cial Court last week. 

In sentencing Lilly, Judge Brian Stevenson also or¬ 
dered him to seek counselling in anger management.

Speaking out on the "gag” law 

Dear editor: 

Changes to the Canada Elec¬ 
tions Act (Dill C-l 14). which re¬ 
ceived final reading Thursday 
before Easter, will diminish our 
democracy even further by 
squeezing out small and new 
party's and prohibiting non¬ 
partisan groups from speaking 
out effectively during the 
upcoming election campaign. 

This bill is commonly referred to 
as the "gag' law and was sup¬ 
ported by all three old-line par¬ 
ty's while being opposed by 
Deborah Grey. Reform party 
M.P. 

The amendments proposed 
In C-l 14 Include: 

1. The reduction of the cam¬ 
paign period to 47 days from 50 
days and occasionally to 40. 

2. The bannlngof public opln - 
ion polls. 

3. Candidate’s nomination 
papers to require 100 signa¬ 
tures up from 25. 

4. Candidate’s deposit to be 
raised from $200 lo $ 1000. 

5. The placement of $1000 


limit on third party advertising. 

Bill C-l 14 has only on pur¬ 
pose: to eliminate competition 
from federal elections! Only the 
three old-line parties stand to 
gain by its passage: up and com¬ 
ing parties, the Canadian peo¬ 
ple and democracy itself stand 
to lose. This bill neglects to ad¬ 
dress the real problems affect¬ 
ing elections today, such as 
abuse of taxpayers' money to 
fund Incumbents and the three 
parties. 

The Conservat ives' claim that 
this legislation is designed to 
protect Canadian voters against 
the "purchase" of elections by 
sinister business groups Is a 
best a red herring. In fact this 
legislation will censor groups of 
the left, right and centre. I, for 
one. am not afraid of any group 
that wants to speak out. I don't 
need the kind of "protection" the 
Conservatives have In mind. In 
fact, this Is the kind of politics 
that Canadians said a resound¬ 
ing "NO" to last October 26. 


Equally reprehensible to the 
provisions of this legislation is 
the shameful, sleazy way in 
which Bill C-l 14 was whisked 
through the Commons late In 
the afternoon preceding the 
Easter long weekend. This is the 
kind of law that even the Soviet 
Union did away with In Its final 
years. 

This legislation almost cer¬ 
tainly violates the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. An ear¬ 
lier law with similar provisions 
was struck down several years 
ago. I lowever. this time, the three 
old line parties are passing this 
bill close enough to the next 
election that there will be no 
time to mount an effective court 
challenge. 

The only way all Canadians 
can oppose this legislation Is to 
remember who passed it and 
judge them accordingly at the 
next election.

Report from the Legislature

When Ralph Klein beeame 
Premier, he made a commit¬ 
ment that Alberta's finances 
would be looked at and evalu¬ 
ated In an Independent man¬ 
ner. The best financial experts 
In the province were gathered In 
the Alberta Financial Review 
Commission and given the man¬ 
date to review our finances and 
make recommendations for the 
future. The Commission’s re¬ 


port and recommendations are 
now available to the public and 
have been responded to by Pro¬ 
vincial Treasurer Jim Dinning. 

The Commission was charged 
with the task of reviewing Alber¬ 
ta's finances by the government. 
Now that both the government 
and the public have a clear Idea 
of our financial position, we can 
work together to improve the 
situation. 

The deficit must be our 
number one concern. Alberta 
has the lowest per capita debt In 
Canada, but aiso the mast rap¬ 
idly increasing. Every province 
In Canada Is plagued by a debt 
problem, and many are trying to 
tax their way out of It. Alberta Is 
theonly province without a sales 
tax. and Increasing the tax bur¬ 
den on Albertans will not solve 
anything. Only decreases In pro¬ 
gram spending will truly cut the 
deficit. 

The Commission has called 
for the Alberta Government to 


develop and adopt a workable 
plan to eliminate overspending 
In an effective manner with an 
eye towards dealing with the 
debt. The government aeeepts 
this recommendation com¬ 
pletely. and will be unveiling Its 
four-year fiscal plan In the next 
4-6 weeks with specific action 
on deficit reduction. 

An important part of deficit 
reduction Is the need for realis¬ 
tic estimates at the budgetary 
stage. The Commission has rec¬ 
ommended, and the government 
has agreed, that revenue and 
spending estimates must be 
made on the basis of realistic 
and conservative assumptions. 
Albertans will be given complete 
financial Information on a timely 
basis so lhat they understand 
the province's financial position 
and can play a major role In our 
future. 

The Commission has recom¬ 
mended that all government 
agencies, boards and commls- 


before the estimates but this 
year, with the mini-budget In 
December, Ihe Budget Is follow¬ 
ing the release of the estimates. 

In the Budget, the minister of 
Finance outlines how the Fed¬ 
eral Government plans to col¬ 
lect money from sales of federal 
asset and from tax revenues 
and how the government plans 
to allocate the funds It has col¬ 
lected. It Is Important, because 
It Is one of only two regular 
occasions, which occur outside 
of elections, when the govern¬ 
ment brings Its goals directly to 
the people. (The other occasion 
Is Ihe speech from the Throne.) 

The Budget really does take 
more than a few days to digest 
so Canadians should Ik* wary of 
immediate reactions. The pri¬ 
vate and the university "think- 
tanks" present the considered 


slons Ik* reviewed, and any nec¬ 
essary ones be wound down or 
sold off. The government's reor¬ 
ganization team, headed by 
Deputy Premier Peter Elzlnga. 
is conducting a review of all 
agencies, boards and commis¬ 
sions and will be reporting on 
overlap and duplication in this 
area shortly. All government 
commissions will be reviewed 
on an ongoing basis to ensure 
their necessity. The Public Serv¬ 
ice Commission will be assist¬ 
ing with any future hiring to 
these commissions to ensure 
that candidates are qualified for 
their positions. 

The government will act upon 
the Commission's recommen¬ 
dation that Lottery Fund rev¬ 
enues be aecountable to the 
Legislature and be Included In 
the consolidated financial pic¬ 
ture of the province. The Gov¬ 
ernment has also confirmed that 
It will conduct a review of the 
Heritage Savings Tmst Fund's 


view from various angles and 
are. when considered as a group 
(v.s. Singly) the most reliable. 
Economists Insist that the 
Budget is only 10-20% effective. 
This Is because 80% of the gov¬ 
ernment budget deals with 
"statutory expenses" -l.e. ex¬ 
penses that are committed be¬ 
cause of previous legislation. 

The rhetoric of the Finance 
Minister's Budget Speech Is 
worth listening to for an Indica¬ 
tion of what Is being supported 
and wh_t Is being restrained. It 
Is a ritual and In the best sense 
of the term, an act of political 
theatre (even down to the ritual 
of the Minister's shows). In the 
short-term, the Budget Is a stra¬ 
tegic political act on the part of 
the government. It Is, alter all. 
the result of a battle over re¬ 
sources and the result shows 


role In the 1990's. 

These are Just a few of the 
Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions that the government will 
take action on. Input from the 
Financial Review Commission, 
the recent Budget Roundtable 
in Red Deer and the Standing 
Policy Committees have given 
the government a clear direc¬ 
tion for the 1990's. Our finan¬ 
cial management system worked 
well in the 1970's and 80's, but 
our current economic situation 
requires a new approach. The 
deficit must be dealt with, gov¬ 
ernment must become more ef¬ 
ficient and Albertans must be 
Involved In every stage of the 
process.

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More help needed for 
urban crime watch

Organizers of the Dldsbury 
urban erime wateh program are 
sending out a plea for more help 
In settingup the volunteer crime 
wateh program. 

Doug Sharpe said response 
to the program has been good to 
date but more volunteers are 
needed to get the program fully 
under way. 

"Right now we have 13 signed 
up and approved (by the ROMP)." 
Sharpe said. “And we have 3 
more pending. We would like 60 
but 30 would be good. The more 
we get. the less time for every¬ 
body.” 

The urban crime wateh pro¬ 
gram Is a network of volunteers 
who help out the ROMP during 
the late night hours by patrol¬ 
ling normally quiet Dldsbury 
streets. Volunteers report sus¬ 
picious activity to the ROMP but 
arc otherwise not Involved In 


any criminal Investigations. 

Sharpe said the Dldsbury 
program's aim is to set up night 
drives with two volunteers per 
car. ROMP will plan schedules 
for the drives according to their 
nightly patrol schedules. The 
volunteer drives will help the 
ROMP create additional cover¬ 
age to prevent some of the high 
Incidence of break and enters 
committed over the past year In 
town. 

One Information meeting on 
the program has already been 
held by the organizers but to 
help fill the gaps. Sharpe said 
another will be held this week. 
Information about the program 
as well as discussion about turn¬ 
ing the group Into a registered 
society will be on the agenda. 

The meeting will be held at 
the multi-purpose room in the 
Memorial Complex at 7:30 pm 
on April 22.

Let's talk recycling 


by the Dldsbury Lions 
Recycling Committee 


Part 16 


This week we will discuss 
Rethink a process that exam¬ 
ines different alternatives for 
reducing our waste. 

During the summer yard 
waste can become a big prob¬ 
lem. The landfill operator must 
find a way to dispose of all our 
grass clippings and weeds. Un¬ 
fortunately. there Is not much 
that your recycle centre can do 
to help recycle any part of this 
on a large scale because of pos¬ 
sible health problems. But we 
do have some Ideas on how to 
help you control this waste. 

During the summer. 20 per¬ 
cent of our garbage is yard 
waste, so it makes sense to re¬ 
think about how we produce it, 
how we can reduce It and how 
we can reuse It. Not many of us 
realize that when we mow the 
lawn, the grass dippings do not 
need to be collected and dis¬ 
carded. Grass clippings can be 
good for the lawn. But, some 
will say. If we leave them on the 
lawn they dry up in clumps and 
It looks awful. Yes. but we can 
fix that. 

Most of us cut a lawn In strips 
by mowing up the lawn, turning 
the mower around and mowing 
down the lawn. This process 
throws the dippings on the area 
Just mowed, if the grass was 
long.lt Is ejected In clumps. The 
trick Is to cut the grass finer and

not to eject It on the freshly 
mown area. 

Here Is our suggestion. Ifyou 
have a hedge or a lawn edge t hat 
Is out of the way or borders a 
garden, start on the opposite 
side and mow towards that edge. 
Next, start mowing so that the 
dippings are ejected on the un¬ 
cut area. Mow in strips, but do 
not turn the mower around when 
you come to the border. Just 
move the mower over to the next 
strip and drag It backwards. 

This process re-culs'hecllp- 
pings Into flnercllpplngs (mulch¬ 
ing) and It moves the clippings 
to the hedge, garden or out of 
the way spots. The mulched 
dippings are mingled with the 
grass and are not seen. If they 
are, Just re-mow the spot and 
they will disappear! And. Ifyou 
do not have a hedge, stop mow¬ 
ing a few strips from the edge. 


turn the mower around and mow 
so that the grass falls on the cut 
lawn. Then, keep mowing until 
the clippings disappear. 

Composting is another op¬ 
tion. In your next utility billing 
we have placed a pamphlet (an¬ 
other word starting with P) de¬ 
scribing how to set up a suc¬ 
cessful back yard composter. 
Yard waste and young weeds 
(without seeds) are green or ni¬ 
trogen bearing material and can 
be placed on a compost pile 
between layers of brown or car¬ 
bon bearing material like corn¬ 
stalks. leaves or straw. Shred¬ 
ded paper and sawdust can also 
be used but break down much 
slower than dead plant mate¬ 
rial. 

The compost pile must get air 
so about once a week turn the 
pile with a shovel or pitchfork. 
Better still, mix your new grass

If the pile Is built correctly 
It will be warm In the centre. 
The pamphlet, which will be 
available at the town hall, also 
has suggestions for building a 


suitable enclosure and a trou¬ 
ble-shooting guide.

This week's key word Is pa¬ 
tience. Lately, we have heard 
that the Dldsbury recycle pro¬ 
gramme Is all talk and no ac¬ 
tion.

Since no suitable existing 
building can be found, town 
council has decided to build one 
to house the facility. Construc¬ 
tion Is scheduled to start as 
soon as the frost Is out of the 
ground (the beginning of May) 
and be completed by the end of 
May. 

The cost of the building will 
be very modest - the original 
estimate being alxmt $30,000. 
But. with the Increase In the 
cost of wood, different kinds of 
construction materials are now 
befng Investigated so that we 
can stay below the original 
budget. To keep the cost down, 
many Lions Club members have 
pledged to work on the project, 
but we welcome any other assist¬ 
ance from our residents as well. 
Our Idea has always been to 
Involve as many people as pos¬ 
sible to make this a true 
community venture. 

The building will be built be¬ 
hind the handl-bus garage next 
to the bottle depot. This loca¬ 
tion has been chosen to allow us 
to have a "one stop” drop off 
centre - one for bottles and an¬ 
other for recyclables. 

But what can we do In the 
mean time? There are many 
things we can do. First we must 
get the centre built and we are 
preparing for that. The plans 
are being designed and quota¬ 
tions are being sought for the 
materials and the equipment 
we will need. We have re¬ 
searched the market for selling 
our recyclables and as soon as 
we are in operation we can sign 
contracts. And. of course, we 
are publicizing the project and 
giving our residents helpful hints 
about recycling through these 
articles.

More than 100 cattle found 
dead 


On April 15, 1993. Alberta Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals (ASPCA) constables seized 85 head 
of cattle from a farm west of Olds. 

The cattle were the remaining herd from the Gary 
Sparshu farm located approximately 15 km west of the 
town. Earlier in the week, SPCA constables had found 
125 head of cattle dead on the farm. 

Many of the animals taken into custody were emaci¬ 
ated and initial reports Indicate many of the dead 
animals likely died of starvation. 

In twenty-six years of enforcing the Animal Protection 
Act in Alberta. SPCA officials said this the largest number 
of dead cattle ever found by their officers in one location. 

Charges have been laid in relation to the seizure.

Alberta students 
will work towards a new single 
Alberta High School Diploma. 
The change from the current 
two-dlploma system Is being 
made following extensive repre¬ 
sentatives of business and In¬ 
dustry. 

In making the announce¬ 
ment . Education Minister I lalvar 
Jonson said "I believe this new 
single diploma approach Will 
Improve our ability to maintain 
clear achievement standards for 
a high school diploma In Alberta 
and to communicate the specif¬ 
ics of the achievement for Indi¬ 
vidual students." 

Concerns have been raised 
with the two-dlploma system 
currently In place In the prov¬ 
ince. Many parents, students 
and teachers feel the General 
Diploma Is considered "second 
rate" and contains no provision 
to recognize high student 
achievement. A( the same lime 
there are concerns t he Advanced 
Diploma program overly re¬ 
stricts the opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to specialize In areas of 
strength.

It has been almost a year 
since Olds College turned the 
sod on a new embryo quaran¬ 
tine facility on campus. Its con¬ 
struction kicked off the forma¬ 
tion of an Innovative Boer Goat 
Management Agreement with 
Landcorp Farming Limited of 
New Zealand. 

Now both groups are ready to 
release the first Boer goats In 
North America during a public 
unveiling and Informative week¬ 
end event April 30-May 2. 1993 
at the College's Student Alumni 
Centre. 

As one of New Zealand ’s larg¬ 
est corporate farmers. landcorp 
Is able to provide extensive ex¬ 
perience and quality genetic 
material. landcorp's Marketing 
Executive. Dr. David Warburton, 
says the Boer goat fits well within 
a range of farming programs as 
the breed Is very adaptable, and 
has both high fertility and rapid 
growth rates.

Brown handed the peti¬ 
tion over to acting town admin¬ 
istrator Oarcy Webb saying.

There were 105 motor vehi¬ 
cle accidents causing over 
$ 1 .OOO damage which occurred 
In Olds and that were reported 
to the Olds R.C.M.P. during 
1992. Eight of these were acci¬ 
dents that caused Injuries seri¬ 
ous enough to be admitted to a 
hospital. These reports are stud¬ 
ied to Identify any other prob¬ 
lems that could be addressed 
by the RC.M.P. during their 
traffic enforcement duties. The 
results of this study have con¬ 
firmed a few pretty predictable 
trends. 

For Instance, most of the col¬ 
lisions In town occur on a week¬ 
day during the usual business 
hours. The highest percentage 
of collisions reported took place 
during the month of December 
and although no particular In¬ 
tersection has been Identified 
as a problem. 44 percent of the 
accidents took place In an Inter¬ 
section. This Is no surprise ei¬ 
ther. with the number of Inter¬ 
sections In town and the duties 
at an Intersection. Most of the 
Intersections In Olds are con¬ 
trolled by the traffic control de¬ 
vice that Is. either a traffic sign 
or traffic lights. Now. everyone 
knows these devices are very 
simple to understand and are 
virtually foolproof. They are so 
foolproof. It should make Inter¬ 
sections virtually accident free. 
So why aren’t they? I’m afraid to 
report that accidents occur when 
the traffic control devices are 
not obeyed. There Is no need to 
explain the rules concerning 
stop signs, yield signs and traf¬ 
fic lights. The problem happens 
when drivers get careless. Im¬ 
patient. lazy or. sometimes, to¬ 
tally negligent. On of these rea-

Olds to get community 
mailboxes

In less than a year. Olds 
residents will probably be pick¬ 
ing up their mall within a block 
or two of their homes from Com¬ 
munity Mailboxes'. 

All Canada Post needs to 
proceed Is a formal motion back¬ 
ing the proposal. Mayor Bob 
Armstrong said lhal the matter 
will be dealt with promptly. 

"Naturally we can't fore¬ 
see the results of Ihe motion.” 
Armstrong said. "But It will be 
on the agenda of the next town 
council meeting.” 

After reviewing the situa¬ 
tion In Olds. Tom Connors. De¬ 
livery Planning Manager for 
Canada Post, addressed town 
council April 12. He advised the 
Introduction of Community 
Mailboxes would eliminate 
much of the current congestion 
and frustration residents en¬ 
counter. There Is no room to 
Install more boxes In the post 
office, but even If there were. 
Connors contended that provi¬ 
sions for future growth necessi¬ 
tates the move. 

"At present the post office 
Is over-congested from a mall 
delivery standpoint," Connors 
said. 'The long line-ups of peo¬ 
ple waiting for postal products 
and services are cat ised by more 
than 500 people receiving their 
mall through General Delivery. 
The 2801 postal boxes are full. 
The waiting list for one Is over a 
year. What we propose to allevi¬ 
ate Ihe situation Is to move mall 
delivery service outside the post 
office for most people." 

Councillor Bill Edgar 
asked If the town had a choice. 
Connors agreed wholesale 
change can be Jarring, but the 
alternative was retaining "the 
status quo”. 

Stressing convenience. 
Connors advised pluses to the 
proposed change Included day 
or night mall pick up and drop 
off. The boxes would be secure, 
handicapped accessible and 
strategically located. In order to 
facilitate the change-over. 
Canada Post will provide change 
of address cards and will redi¬ 
rect mall addressed to original 


1x)x numbers for seven months. 

The post office Itself will 
be reducing and re configuring 
a large number of boxes to fur¬ 
nish more space for sorting In 
the cramped Interior. Since 
Canada Post only allows one 
free address per business or 
residence, those wishing to re¬ 
tain boxes at the central post 
office will pay the going rate for 
an extra box which ranges any¬ 
where from $55 to $110 per 
year. Even If you choose to pay 
for an additional l>ox In the post 
office, take note that no one will 
be retaining their original box 
number. 

"The number series will 
change completely to avoid con¬ 
fusion as the change over takes 
place."advlsed Kelly Wendlandt. 
a Canada Post Communications 
Officer. After the plan takes ef¬ 
fect. residents will use their 
street address as their mailing 
address and the familiar 'POM 
1P0' will be replaced by over 60 
new postal codes. 

Residents will be given a 
toll free number to voice ques¬ 
tions or concerns. Canada Post 
will take responsibility for up¬ 
keep and maintenance of the 
Community boxes. Residents 
wishing to report lost or Jammed 
keys, or obstructions such as 
mud or snow are encouraged to 
use the loll free number pro¬ 
vided at the Inception of the 
service and promise action 
within 24 hours. Accommoda¬ 
tions have been made for parcel 
pick up at the same site as the 
new postal boxes, but during 
heavy parcel delivery times, such 
as Christmas, some parcels may 
be flagged with a card Indicating 
the parcel Is to be picked up at 
the central post office. Two keys 
will be Issued for each box. Ad¬ 
ditional keys can be cut but you 
must arrange for this yourself. 

Community Mailboxes 
serve anywhere from 8 to 38 
addresses apiece and will be 
located at sites within easy walk¬ 
ing distance of homes and busi¬ 
nesses. Kelly Wendlandt prom¬ 
ised Canada Post will be work¬ 
ing closely with town admlnls-

trators to ensure suitable sites 
are chosen. No boxes will be 
placed on private land without 
legal consent agreements In 
place. 

"We look at each site very 
carefully." Wendlandt said. "We 
look to the town planner to point 
out plans for future growth. 

Obviously we wouldn’t want to 
place the boxes on a site where 
a new school weys planned. We 
try very hard to ensure sites 
chosen are safe and convenient. 

Our people are very experienced 
In spotting potential problems 
or hazards- (hey look at things 
like traffic patterns and water 
run-off.” 

Canada Post has Insti¬ 
tuted similar programs In Air¬ 
drie. Ponoka and Innlsfall. 

The word from commu¬ 
nities who have adopted the 
program Is reassuring. Ponoka’s 
Community Mailbox program 
was "up and running In Sep¬ 
tember [19921," said Gerald 
Matlchuk. Ponoka's Director of 
Engineering and Development. 

"Our population Is around 
6.000. so we’re quite compara¬ 
ble to Olds. I haven’t had much 
feedback but normally If some¬ 
thing Is working well you don't 
hear about It, you only get the

Farm accident injures 
boy

A young Eckvllle boy was seriously injured last week 
after a farm accident near Sundre. 

Brady Hallgren of Eckvllle suffered serious injuries to 
his head last Thursday after being run over by a tractor 
at his grandparent’s farm approximately 1 /2 km north 
of Sundre. 

The boy, age 2 1/2, had been riding on the tractor with 
his grandfather when he fell off and was accidentally run 
over. 

Sundre RCMP said the tractor had been stopped when 
the boy fell, but rolled forward against the brake when 
the grandfather, 44-year-old Donald Rataushk, jumped 
down to rescue his grandson. Hallgren suffered serious 
injuries to his head and was rushed to the Calgary 
Children’s Hospital by STARS Air Ambulance after ini¬ 
tial treatment at the Sundre General Hospital. 

RCMP do not anticipate that any charges will be laid.

The Hutterite tradition of 
textiles 

TheGlcnljow Museum Is com¬ 
ing to Carstalrs through a spe¬ 
cial loan of artifacts which will 
be on view In the Roulston Mu¬ 
seum. The display, which fea¬ 
tures Hutterite textile traditions 
and tools, will be on view April 
28th through July 1993. 

Hutterites first came to 
Canada In 1918 after centuries 
of religious persecution forced 
them to flee first from Europe, 
then the United states. They 
base their communal and self- 
sufficient life-style on the Scrip¬ 
tures and wear simple cos¬ 
tumes. Today, alt hough they use 
the most advanced agricultural 
implements for farming, per¬ 
sonal belongings are still made 
by hand. The textile tools on 
display come from southern Al¬ 
berta Hutterite colonies and are 
similar to traditional European 
textile methods. 

Glenbow's Rural Loans Pro¬ 
gram extends museum access 
to outlying Alberta communi¬ 
ties. Small exhibits are circu¬ 
lated on a three month rotating 
schedule and these displays are 
an excellent alternative for ar¬ 
eas which do not have the facili¬ 
ties to house a large travelling 
display. A single, permanent 
display case Is used to house 
artifacts and while the case stays 
In one place, the artifacts within 
it are circulated by Glenl>ow 
staff.

boundless prairie any living, 
moving thing. For there were 
times when the loneliness was 
so oppressive that to see even a 
herd of cattle moving toward a 
little meadow where the grass 
looked greener gave me a dis¬ 
tinct sense of relief and com¬ 
panionship." 

"It Is a country to breed 
mystical people, egocentric peo¬ 
ple. perhaps poetic people. But 
not humble ones." wrote the 
novelist Wallace Stegner In Wolf 
Willow. "At noon the total sun 
pours down upon your single 
head: at sunrise or sunset you 
throwashadowa hundred yards 


long. It was not prairie dwellers 
who Invented the Indifferent 
universe or Impotent man. Puny 
you may feel there, and vulner¬ 
able. but not unnoticed. This Is 
a land to mark the sparrow's 
fall." 

The pratrle reinforced 
Stegner's humanism and self- 
confidence. but It drove others - 
especially women and bachelors 
- to “prairie madness." Eliza¬ 
beth Mitchell told of the syn¬ 
drome she had seen a number 
of times and which continued to 
strike homesteaders well Into 
the 20th century. “A woman 
alone In the house all day may 
find the silence deadly: In the 
wheat-farming stage there may 
not even be a beast about the 
place... she may grow shy and 
diffident, and not care to make 
the effort to tidy herself up and 
go see a neighbor - any neighbor. 
Just to break the monotony. 
Then fancies come, and suspi¬ 
cious. and queer ways, and at 
last the young Mounted Police¬ 
man comes to the door, and 


“Nosolltude can equal the 
loneliness of a night-shadowed 
prairie." William Butler wrote 
these words In 1872 In his book. 
The Great Lone Land, which 
described the boundless and 
forlorn Canadian West for pro¬ 
spective British settlers. In the 
next forty years many came to 
Butler's "lone land.” and while 
some relished the solitude of 
the prairie, others suffered hor¬ 
ribly. 

"Just why I fear that some 
one of us will get lost on the 
prairie. I don't know." Sarah 
Ellen Roberts wrote In her diary 
after settling near Stettler with 
her husband and three sons at 
the turn of the century. "But 
whatever the reason, the fact 
remains that If one of the family 
Is out after dark I am perfectly 
frantic with anxiety: and while 
the rest laugh at me. I notice 
that none of them want to take 
any chances of having to spend 
the night alone on the prairie, 
even In summertime." 

The elements were the 
most obvious threat faclngcarly 
Alberta settlers. But the loneli¬ 
ness was a menace, too. Many 
people found that their mental 
health failed them before their 
physical strength ran out. One 
could watt out a blizzard, but 
Bt filer's ocean of grass remained 
Impassive and empty all year 
round. 

In Alberta: A New His¬ 
tory. Howard and Tamara 
Palmer tell of a Mormon couple 
named Richard and Millie 
Harvey. Richard thought Alberta 
to be a "paradise." but Millie 
never stopped longing to return 
to Utah. Miles from medical 
help, food supplies, and even 
neighbors, she found the lonely 
prairie an endless trial. Even

The Dldsbury Golf Chib 
opened Its doors last week with 
high expectations for the com¬ 
ing season.

Also new this year Is Rick 
Phillips who replaces Paul 
Normandeau as course super¬ 
intendent. Scott said Phillips, 
who graduated from turf man¬ 
agement at the Olds College. Is 
looking at Implementing more 
environmental controls at the 
course. 

“In terms of the environment, 
we want to make some changes 
for tworeasons/'Scottsald. “One 
Is because It becomes an Indus¬ 
try standard and the other Is 
because personally, we want to 
be responsible.” 

Thlsyear's plans for Improve¬ 
ments to the course mark year 
number three In a 5 year “plan” 
put together by the club execu¬ 
tive. Scott said he Is pleased 
with their ability to continually 
Improve the course while still

What do you say when the 
former President of the Soviet 
Union comes to visit? 

“On first address, you are 
supposed to refer to him as” 
Your Excellency , after that.Just 
"Sir" Is okay.” explains Olds 
College Agricultural Business 
student Jason Bruketa. 

Jason, whose family resides 
on their third-generation 
Glendale farm Just south of Cal¬ 
gary. had the privilege of meet¬ 
ing the famous politician and 
Nobel laureate last month dur¬ 
ing Gorbachev's brief visit to 
Alberta. 

It was the opportunity Jason 
says he will always remember - 
but not for reasons some might 
find obvious. "It wasn't Just the 
fact that we had a former world 
leader at our door, it was his 
whole manner. Gorbachev Is an 
Incredibly personable, sincere 
man who Just happens to be a 
diplomat.” 

The feeling seemed genuinely 
mutual on the part of Gorbachev 
himself. Reflecting back. Jason 
felt the former leader was 
touched by his encounter with 
the Bruketa family. It was. In 
fact, his only special request of 
University of Calgary organizers 
throughout the tour. Marg 
Southern of Spruce Meadows 
reportedly hand-picked the 
Bruketas for "typical" qualities 


she felt they held with their farm¬ 
ing and ranching operation. 

David Bruketa. wife Deborah, 
and family run a mixed farming 
operation with about 100 head 
of cattle and 1000 acres of 
wheat, oats and barley. 
"Gorbachev seemed very Inter¬ 
ested and asked many ques¬ 
tions about our cattle. 1 have a 
select herd of full-blood 
Slmmental breed cattle that 
were out that day for his Inspec¬ 
tion,” said Jason who-wlth the 
help of brother JelT and sister 
Jodie prepared for the visit. 

"It was actually my Mom who 
did most of the work preparing 
the house, "he admits, "...the 
entire house was Immaculate 
by the time she got finished with 
It. 

Good thing, according to 
Jason. Gorbachev, he says, ac¬ 
tually spent the better portion of 
his visit indoors touring their 
home and asking questions 
(through his translator) about 
everything from household ap¬ 
pliances to seating arrange¬ 
ments at the dinner table. “I 
think he was surprised that a 
farm family In Canada lives likes 
us...It was easy to get the Im¬ 
pression that In the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, people are a lot worse off." 

Jason says Gorbachev’s 
favorite experience, however, 
appeared to be the time the spe-

clal guest spent conversing with 
Grandfather. Steve Bruketa. 
'Theyjust seemed to really hit It 
off. Mr. Gorbachev reached out 
to feel my Grandfather's hands 
and commented how hard a 
worker he must have been. It 
was great being able to see them 
like that. Just talking away like 
they were old friends. 


After his one hour stop at the 
Bruketas. tour organlz.ers 
whisked Gorbachev away to a 
western barbecue for him and 
50 select guests from the area’s 
farming and ranching commu¬ 
nity. Before leaving. Jason says 
the honored guest addressed 
the crowd with a message of 
thanks touching enough to bring 


his mother to tears. 

Jason Bruketa-now In his 
second year at Olds College- 
plans to transfer to Montana 
State University In the fall to 
pursue his education In agrl 
cultural business by obtaining 
a bachelor of Science degree.

Alberta’s unemployment rate 
climbs 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, Alberta's unemploy¬ 
ment rate rose a full percentage point last month, 
reaching 10.1 percent in March. The sudden rise in the 
unemployment rate was due to a Jump of 7,000 in 
Alberta's labor force, coupled with a drop of 7,000 in 
employment. 

Although the seasonally adjusted employment level 
showed a decline, in actual terms 300 new jobs were 
created. 

"The employment growth we experienced in February 
has not continued this month,” said Jack Ady, Minister 
of Advanced Education and Career Development. "The 
figures suggest that the province has not yet completed 
its transition to the new economy.” 

Industries showing the largest employment increases 
in March were Retail Trade, 7,000; Real Estate & Insur¬ 
ance Agents, 5,000; Health & Social Services, 3,500; and 
Finance & Insurance, 2,600. The largest employment 
losses were recorded in Other Services, 5,300; Business 
Service, 3,900; Manufacturing, 3,800; Communication 
and Utilities, 2,100; and Education, 2,000.

X-ray vision 

Believe it or not, when through clothing. A good 
X-rays were first discov- business man took advan- 
ered. people actually tage of this ignorance and 
thought that they were advertised his clothing line 
capable of being used to see as “X-ray proof." 


Thousands of years ago, 
Egyptians used a mixture of 
hippopotamus fat and moldy 
bread to cure diseases. Even 
500 years ago people kept 
moldy bread in the corners 
of their ceiling beams in 
case someone was wounded. 
In order to prevent the 
wound from becoming 
infected they would place 
the moldy bread on the cut. 
The mold contained what 
we now call penicillin. 

Fortunately, today we do 
not have to store mold in the 
corners of our ceilings. In 
1928 a scientist named 
Alexander Flcmington was 


growing bacteria for an 
experiment. By accident, 
mold blew into the dish and 
killed the bacteria. Fleming 
figured out exactly what 
type of mold it was and 
called it penicillin. 

Today penicillin, which is 
also called an antibiotic, is 
used to cure many types of 
bacteria that your own anti¬ 
bodies (proteins inside your 
body which fight off infec¬ 
tions) cannot kill. 

So, now you know it’s 
mold which saves millions 
of lives, and to think it was 
discovered by mere circum¬ 
stance!
